Washington. Nov. 2.'!. - General 
Funston's infantry and marines num- 
bering abont 6,000 men today hauled 
down the stars and sttipes, which 
had been flying over Vera iJruz since 
last April, and evacuated the Mexi- 
can port, in accordance wit^ instruc- 
tions from President Wilson. 

The five battleships at Vera Cruz 
and Tampico and the string of ves-- 
sels on the west coast wiU remain in 
Mexican waters to afford protection 
to Americans and be in readiness to 
meet emergencies. 

President Wilson is hopeful that 
evacuation of Vera Cms wlHbe an 
enduring demonstration of the policy 
of the United States enunciated in 
his Mobile speech a year ago to seek 
no territorial aggrandizement south 
of the Rio Grande. He bel ieves eon- 
tinued preserice of American troops 
n Me.xican .soil would be misinter- 
preted throughout Latin-America. 

Advices from Mexico today were 
confusing, but the American govern- 
ment's determination to wthdraw 
its troops from Mexico and remove 
from Mexican territory a possible 
cause of international friction as well 
as a pt)tential factor that might be- 
come a domestic issue between tac- 
tions :n Mexico.

I thank you foraasigningme a sub- 
ject that deals in the rctreepret.rath 
er than for foreo^t. As we approach 
the end of thia earthly pilRrimasre, 
we naturally look backward rath» r 
than forward, thouRb a Rreat poet 
has said; "The snnset of life giveem 
mysticRl lore, and cominff events CSSt 
th( rshadow.s before." 

ThrouKli iiion than fiO years I have 
been connected with this dsar add 
w*n belovM oM Chareh. Asa bare- 
foot hoy, in this room, I sat and lis- 
tened to the words of wisdom which 
ell from the lips of that wise mar, 
Bro. Gnos Campbell, the well loved 
pastor Ifl that time, long ago. 

I have .shared the joys and sorrows 
of the good people who have made 
this their Church home, through all 
it's changes and vidasitudea from
